Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  aid  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  rural  district  for  the 
year  ended  31st  December,  I960, 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  population  rose  to 
30,570,  an  increase  of  570  on  the  estinate  for  the  previous  year. 

This  rather  large  increase  is  probably  due  to  the  rapid  development 
no\7  taking  place  in  parts  of  the  Council’s  area,  particularly  in  the 
southern  part  of  the  district. 

The  total  number  of  live  births  registered  during  the  year  was 
1+81+  an  increase  of  30  on  the  1959  figures.  The  birth  rate  consequently 
rose  to  16.63  (adjusted)  and  illegitimate  live  births  formed  l,43/o  of 
the  total  live  births.  Deaths  registered  during  the  year  numbered 
323,  a decrease  of  lA  on  the  figures  for  the  previous  year  and  therefore 
the  adjusted  death  rate  fell  to  10,  78.  Infant  deaths  rose  to  lA  from  10 
in  1959  and  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  shows  a consequent  rise;  Of  the 
lA  infant  deaths  registered  during  the  year,  10  occurred  in  babies 
under  1 week  old. 

Deaths  from  Cancer  fell  slightly  from  63  in  1959  to  58  in 
i960  and  of  these,  7 deaths  were  attributable  to  caiKjer  of  the  1’ine 
and  bronchus.  Cancer  of  all  sites  thus  caused  XJ.SCfo  of  the-  total 
doatlis.  Heart  diseases  were  classed  as  being  responsible 
for  96  deaths,  that  is  29,73/^  of  the  total  deaths,  and  vascular  lesions 
caused  58  deaths,  also  17, 96^0  of  the  total  deaths  registered. 

i960  Was  the  third  year  in  succession  in  which  the  number 
of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  decreased.  The  total  for 
the  year  was  lOA  as  against  298  in  1959  and  382  in  1958.  Measles 
cases,  Tjshich  accounted  for  the  greatest  number  of  notifications  received 
reached  30,  Here  again  the  nambeis  show  a decline  on  those  for  the 
previous  year  (213  in  1959,  30  in  i960), 

No  cases  or  suspected  cases  of  poliomyelitis  came  to  my  notice 
in  i960.  The  Minister  of  Health  has  now  made  vaccination  available  for 
the  "over  l+D’s",  although  the  County  Council  have  not  entered  into  the 
scheme,  which  is  administered  at  present  by  the  General  Practitioners, 

The  nuniber  of  persons  coming  forward  for  vaccination  has,  after  the 
records  established  in  1959,  been  gradually  diminishing  again  in  i960. 

Diphtheria  struck  in  the  adjoining  County  Borough  during  the 
year  although  no  cases  occurred  in  this  district,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
comments  in  ny  Annual  Report  for  1959  on  the  lov/  level  of  immunisation 
in  this  district  did  not  go  unheeded.  The  figures  for  immunisations 
carried  out  in  this  district  as  supplied  by  the  County  Medical  Officer 
shovT  a marked  increase  on  those  for  1959.  This  is  to  be  welcomed  and  it 
is  emestly  hoped  that  this  upvard  trend  in  the  immunisation  level  will 
be  increased. 

The  Llass  Radiography  Unit  visited  the  district  during  the 
sunmer  of  the  year  and  a full  statement  on  the  results  appear  in  the 
body  of  the  report. 


New  legislation  which  came  into  force  duririg  the  yeax  inclxided 
Acts  relating  to  such  diverse  matters  as  Ibise,  Caravans  and  Mental 
Health,  All  of  the  Acts  can  be  regarded  as  milestones  in  the  public 
health  field.  Firstly,  the  Noise  Abatement  Act  has  amor^g  its  provisions 
that  noise  or  vibration  v/hich  would  amount  to  a nuisance  at  Common  Law 
becomes  a Statutory  Nuisance  nd  can  be  dealt  v/ith  according  to  the 
procedirre  provided  under  Part  III  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

Apart  from  action  by  a Local  Authority,  3 or  more  occupiers  of  land 
or  premises  who  are  aggrieved  by  a noise  or  vibration  may  make  a 
complaint  to  a Magistrate,  This  Act  undoubtedly  strengthens  the 
Council’s  powers  to  deal  with  complaints  of  noise  nuisance  but 
very  few  complaints  of  this  type  of  nuisance  have  been  received  in  the 
past.  Secondly,  tie  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act 
was  a direct  result  of  the  report  "Caravans  as  Homes"  by  Sir  iixton 
Wilson  to  the  Ivlinister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  in  1938. 

The  decision  to  conduct  the  investigation  into  the  question  of 
caxavans  in  the  first  place  ivas  sparked  off  by  pressure  on  the  Minister 
by  M.P.  ’s  and  the  public  over  the  Egham  case  when  about  70  caravan 
dwellers  in  Egham  v/ere  given  notice  to  quit  an  unauthorised  site  they 
were  occupying.  The  Act  brought  into  force  a nev/  licensing  system 
for  caravans  and  has  the  objects  of  (l)  controlling  the  location  of  caravan 
sites  and  (2)  in  providing  the  conditions  on  sites  by  the  requirement 
of  good  standard  of  layout,  equipment  and  maintenance.  The  location 
of  caravans  in  this  district  is,  apart  from  four  multiple  sites  at 
Whatstandwell,  mainly  limited  to  ones,  twos  and  threes  dotted  about  in 
various  parts  of  the  district.  Although  a few  difficulties  have  been 
experienced  in  getting  occupiers  to  apply  for  necessary  permissions  as 
soon  as  the  caravans  move  onto  a site,  all  sites  have  been  kept  under 
surveillance.  Thirdly,  the  Menta.l  Health  Act,  1959,  caine  into  force 
on  the  1st  November,  I960,  Although  this  Act  vd.ll  be  operated  by  the 
County  Council  as  the  Local  Health  Authority^  it  makes  fresh  provisions 
regarding  the  reception,  care  ani  treatment  of  the  mentally  disordered 
person.  The  underlying  principle  of  the  Act  is  that  mental  patients 
should  be  dealt  vdth  in  the  same  manner  as  all  other  hospital  patients 
and  only  when  compulsory  detention  is  necessary  v/ill  an’’-  variation  into 
this  practice  be  introduced.  The  oil  terms  of  "mentaJ  illness  " i:uid”mental 
deficiency"  are  replaced  by  the  pnrase  "mental  disorder"  and  the  name 
of  mental  hospitals  changed  to  psychiatric  hospitals  It  is  hoped  that 
these  new  arrangements  vd.ll  remove  much  of  the  old  fashioned  stigma 
which  was  at  one  time  attached  to  disorders  of  the  mind. 

Three  poster  publicity  can^aigns  v/ere  undertaken  during  the 
year.  In  July,  October  and  December  posters  were  dispatched  to  all  shop 
keepers.  Parish  Council  Clerks  and  to  other  persons  whom  it  was  thought 
might  be  able  usefully  to  display  posters  in  the  area,  dealing  vdLth  Pood 
Hygiene,  Dogs  in  Pood  Shops  and  Coughs  and  Sneezes, in  that  order,  ; 

Co-operation  on  the  part  of  people  asked  to  assist  by  displaying  posters 
has  been  good  and  these  periodic  and  sometimes  timely  reminders 
to  the  general  public  on  what  might  be  termed  "hygiene"  matters  does, 
in  no  small  v/ay,  contribute  to  the  general  health  of  the  public. 

As  v/ill  be  seen  from  the  Report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
certain  legislative  changes  took  place  during  the  year  which  increased  the  amount 
of  work  falling  to  be  carried  out  by  the  Inepectors,  In  spite  of  this, 
however,  as  the  report  shov®,  a large  amount  of  very  valuable  work  has  been 
carried  out  during  the  year. 

My  sincere  thanks  are  due.  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  to  the  Chairman  and 
Membets  of  the  Council  and  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  continued 
support,  help  and  encouragement,  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  and  the  other 
Chief  Officers  for  their  co-operation  and  assistance,  to  the  General 
Practitioners  and  Health  Visitors  for  their  v/illing  help  and  to  the  staff  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  for  the  zealous,  loyal  and  efficient  manner  in  which 
the  work  of  the  Department  has  been  carried  out  during  the  year,

PHYSICAL  CHARACTERISTICS  Jm  CQIvIPOSITION  OF  THE  iiREA 

The  Rural  District  of  Belper  lies  in  the  south  of  Derbyshire  and 
is  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  Urban  District  of  IVIatlock,  on  the  south  by 
the  County  Borough  of  Derby  and  the  South  East  Derbyshire  Rural  District, 
on  the  east  by  the  Urban  Districts  of  Alf reton,  Ripley,  Heanor  and 
Ilkeston  Boraugh,  and  on  the  west  by  the  Wirksworth  Urban  and  Ashbourne 
Rural  Districts,  The  altitude  of  the  area  varies  considerably  from 
150  O.D,  at  Darley  Abbey  in  the  south  to  1,000  0,D,  in  the  north  at 
iiShleyhay,  The  River  Der^/ent,  entering  the  rural  district  at  Lea  Yfood, 
on  the  260  feet  contour,  flov/s  from  north  to  south,  dividing  the  area 
fairly  equally  into  east  and  west.  The  eastern  parishes  are  v/here  the 
industries  are  found,  and  the  residential  and  agricultural  parishes  are 
sited  chiefly  on  the  west  bank  of  the  river, 

A circle  of  approximately  10  miles  radius,  struck  from  the 
Council  Offices,  encloses  the  28  parishes  which  are  under  the  Council's 
administration. 

Representation  on  the  Rural  District  Council  varies,  one  parish 
sending  three  councillors  and  in  another  instance  one  representative  sits 
for  two  parishes.  The  total  representation  is  30  councillors,

DEATHS 


During  the  year  323  deaths  v/ere  registered,  (I69  I\4ales  and 
l^k-  Females).  This  figure  represents  a fall  of  lA  Y/hen  compared  \vith 
the  figures  for  1959. 

The  crude  death  rate  therefore  stands  at  10. 56  per  1,000 
population.  The  figure  must  be  multiplied  by  the  comparability  factor 
supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  to  make  allov/ances  for  the  way  inv/hich  the 
sex  and  age  distribution  of  the  local  population  differs  from  that  for 
England  and  Hales  as  a v/hole.  In  addition,  the  death  rate 
comparability  factor  hsa  been  adjusted  specifically  to  take  account 
of  the  presence  of  any  residential  institutions  in  each  area,  Yfhen 
crude  death  rate  is  multiplied  by  the  appropriate  area  comparability 
factor,  it  is  comparable  vdth  the  crude  rate  for  England  and  Vvales 
or  v/ith  the  corresponding  adjusted  rate  for  any  other  area. 

The  comparability  factor  for  this  area  is  1,02  and  the  crude 
Death  Rate  when  multiplied  by  , the  factor  gives  an  adjusted  death  rate  of  10, 7£ 


Cancer  v/as  responsible  for  58  deaths  (33  Iviales  and  23  Females) 
vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  classed  as  responsible  for 
52  (22  i^/Iales,  30  Females)  and  coronary  disease  and  angina  caused  51  deaths,  j 
Taking  all  heart  diseases  together  the  total  number  of  deaths  from  these  1 

diseases  v/as  9^,  54  Ifeles  and  42  Females,  making  heart  diseases  once  again 
the  cause  of  the  largest  number  of  deaths  v/hich  occurred. 

Deaths  from  Bronchitis  and  Ineumonia  increased  slightly  over  1959 ’s 
figures.  Bronchitis  v/as  responsible  for  15  deaths  (l2  in  1959)  and  P leumonia 
caused  17  deaths  (I4  in  1959).  | 

Influenza  caused  1 death  as  against  5 in  1959  and  deaths  from  | 

"other  diseases  of  the  respiratory  system"  remained  constant  at  2,  !

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  fell  slightly  this  year 
to  58  a decrease  of  5 on  the  figures  for  1959.  Cancer  is  one  of  the 
oldest  diseases  kno^Tn  to  man  and  as  it  is  a disorder  of  the  living  cells, 
it  is  possible  that  the  disease  has  been  in  existence  since  life  itself 
began.  Yifhy  some  of  the  cells  in  the  human  body  behave  in  a different 
way  from  others  and  cause  malignancy  has  so  far  eluded  the  best  medical 
brains  in  the  world  and  the  solution  of  how  to  cure  cancer  has  not  yet 
been  found  completely.  Much  work  on  this  problem  has  been  going  on 
for  a nuiiiber  of  years  and  undoubtedly  each  year  brings  us  nearer  to  the 
solution.  Until  that  time,  however,  it  is  thought  that  with  the  limited 
infornation  already  possessed,  about  four  to  ten  times  as  many  patients 
vd.th  cancer  v/ould  have  an  excellent  prospect  of  a cure  provided  they  do 
not  ignore  the  syn^jtoms  and  seek  medical  advice  in  the  very  early  stages. 

Although  great  strides  have  been  made,  even  the  most  effective  treatment 
is  of  no  avail  to  those  patients  who  do  not  seek  medical  advice  until 
their  condition  is  v/ell  advanced.  A recent  survey  has  rsvealed  that  fear 
and  ignorance  are  the  two  main  causes  of  people  ignoring  the  warning  signs  of 
the  onset  of  this  disease.  These  warning  signs  could  easily  be  totally 
unrelated  to  cancer,  although  no  person  with  strange  or  nev/  symptoms 
continuing  for  any  length  of  time  should  delay  a visit  to  his  doctor. 

The  spread  of  Icnowledge  about  this  disease  is  one  of  the  ways  in  which 
to  combat  the  fear  of  its  consequences, 

A Scheme  of  Registration  of  cancer  patients  by  the  Sheffield 
Regional  Hospital  Board  has  now  been  in  operation  for  about  3 years  in  an 
effort  to  assist  the  investigations  at  present  being  undertaken  on  a 
national  level  by  a local  survey  of  the  condition  of  all  patients  v/ith 
cancer  referred  to  hospitals  in  the  group.  The  surveys  vn.ll  prove  of 
great  value  in  the  future  but  cannot,  of  course,  include  cases  not 
referred  to  a hospital.  Thus  an  accurate  picture  of  the  "cancer  rate" 
v/ithin  the  area  of  each  local  authority  is  not  known  and  we  are  forced  to 
rely  entirely  on  the  death  returns  received  from  the  local  Registrar  of 
BirtiiS  and  Deaths  as  the  only  source  of  information  available  about  the 
disease.  Analternative  scheme  whereby  cancer  would  become  a disease 
notifiable  to  the  local  Medical  Officer  of  Health  by  the  patient's  fajnily 
doctor  who  is,  almost  invariably  the  first  to  be  consulted  by  any  patient 
suffering  from  the  disease,  has  its  advantages.  These  notifications  could 
be  transmitted  to  the  Bureau  and  would  enable  a register  to  be  kept,  by 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  similar  to  that  for  T,B,  at  present  maintained, 
and  from  such  a register  information  on  investigations  into  the  environmental 
condition  of  cases  and  habits  vwould  be  obtained.  Information  thus  gained 
could  be  supplied  to  those  engaged  on  cancer  research  and  to  Welfare  organisations. 

IKPECTIOUS  DISEASES 

The  overall  pattern  of  infectious  diseases  during  19^0  presented 
a somewhat  brighter  prospect  than  in  the  previous  year  in  that  a total 
of  lOif  cases  were  notified  as  against  298  in  1959,  The  most  striking 
reduction  v/as  in  the  number  of  cases  of  measles  i,  e,  213  in  1959  reduced 
to  30  in  i960. 

The  largest  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  was 
in  the  5-9  year  group,  March  and  April  were  the  months  during  which  the 
greatest  number  of  all  diseases  v/ere  notified  and  largest  number  of 
^tifications  from  any  one  parish  wa.n  in  respect  of  persons  in  Duffield 
(22  cases  T/ere  notified  in  that  parish).  It  is  hov/ever,  rather  inaccurate 
to  make  such  comparisons  because  of  the  large  variation  in  population  and  the 
riumber  of  children  and  old  people  betv/een  one  parish  and  the  next.  It  v/ould 
thus  be  unfair  to  say  sin^^ly  on  the  basis  of  the  numbers  of  infectious 
diseases  notified  that  for  instance,  people  in 'Windley  (from  where  no 
^tifications  v/ere  received)  were  more  healthy  than  people  living  in  Allestree 
(from  where  18  notifications  were  received)  because  of  the  large  difference 
in  the  population  of  these  two  districts.  The  whole  of  the  district  must  be 
vieTTed  as  one  in  order  to  arrive  at  a realistic  picture  of  the  state  of  the 
public  health. 
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Scarlet  Fever 


24  cases  were  notified  dxiring  the  year.  All  were  generally 
mild  cases,  none  v/here  removed  to  hospital  and  a visit  v/as  paid  to  each 
patient’s  house  on  receipt  of  the  notif ioation.  As  v;ill  be  seen  from 
the  tables  that  follov/  the  greatest  number  of  cases  (ll)  occurred  in 
the  5-9  year  group,  March  v/as  the  worst  month  for  this  disease,  and  the 
largest  number  cf  oases  (8)  occurred  at  Allestree, 

Whooping  Cough 

The  number  of  cases  notified  during  19^0  rose  to  14  from 
5 in  1959.  The  5-9  age  group  was  again  the  most  susceptible,  6 of  the 
cases  occurring  were  within  this  group  September  was  the  worst  month 
with  6 cases,  and  the  largest  number  of  cases  (8)  occurred  at  Duffield. 

Measles 


Cases  of  this  disease  notified  presented  the  most  dramatic  drp)p 
in  numbers.  213  cases  were  notified  in  1959  reducing  to  30  in  19^0, 
Duffield  ?/as  again  the  parish  having  the  highest  number  of  cases  notified, 
the  5-9  age  group  being  the  most  affected  (13),  and  May  being  the  month 
during  which  the  largest  nuiTibe:i-.‘  of  cases  of  the  disease  \;as  notified. 

Pneumonia 


A slight  decrease  (of  3)  on  the  figures  notified  during  1959 
is  revealed  by  the  notifications  received  during  I96O  (l3  cases  notified 
in  1959,  10  in  I960),  Kilburn  had  the  largest  number  of  cases  (3)  and  the 
majority  of  cases  notified  occurred  in  adults.  Cases  occurred  fairly 
evenly  throughout  the  year  apart  from  the  summer  months. 

Erysipelas 


Only  one  case  of  this  disease  was  notified,  the  patient  living 
in  Parley  Abbey^  of  unknown  age.  The  notification  was  received  during 
November, 

Puerperal  Pyrexia 

The  3 cases  which  occurred  were  all  in  one  parish.  One  case 
v/as  notified  in  January,  one  in  April  and  one  in  August, 
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Dysentery 

The  8 cases  v/hich  occurred  represent  a fall  of  10  on  the  1959 
figure  (1959  - 18,  I98O  - 8).  3 cases  occurred  in  children  of  2 years 

of  age  and  3 occurred  in  adults,  Itarch  and  April  v^rere  the  months  during 
v/hich  the  greatest  number  of  cases  were  notified  and  Derby  and  Kilburn 
v/ere  the  parishes  having  the  greatest  number  of  cases  (2  in  each  parish).

FOOD  FOISOMNG 


Tlaree  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year, 

2 at  Pentrich,  1 at  Holbrook,  By  the  time  the  notifications  of  the 
2 cases  at  Pentrich  were  received,  the  people  had  recovered.  Three 
other  people  living  in  the  house  who  had  eaten  identical  food  had  no 
illness  whatsoever. 

The  third  case  at  Holbrook  was  in  a man  of  36  years  of  age. 

He  was  visited  on  the  morning  on  which  the  notification  was  received,  and 
specimens  taken  were  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination, 
but  with  negative  results. 

Although  the  number  of  cases  of  Pood  Poisoning  do  not  present 
anything  startling  or  spectacular,  there  must  be  many  other  people  v/ho 
contract  the  illness  but  who  treat  themselves,  do  not  call  in  their  family 
doctor,  and  recover  within  a reasonably  short  time.  These  cases  are 
not  the  subject  of  a notification  and  the  figures  cannot  be  regarded  as 
presenting  an  accurate  picture  of  the  incidence  of  the  disease. 

Food  Poisoning  is  caused  by  bacteria.  These  bacteria  abound 
in  cuts,  sores  and  abrasions  etc,  and  live  and  multiply  very  quickly  in 
such  foods  as  cooked  meats,  meat  pies,  soups  and  stews,  custards  and  certain 
egg  dishes  etc.  All  of  these  foods  should  be  consumed  as  soon  as 
possible  after  preparation.  If  this  is  not  possible  the  dishes  should 
be  quickly  cooled  to  and  kept  at  a temperature  of  about  , as  soon 

as  possible  after  removal  from  the  oven  or  saucepan.  The  practice  of 
"v/arming-through"  certain  dishes  for  consumption  on  the  second  or  third 
day  after  preparation  is  a very  dangerous  one  unless  the  food  is  re-heated 
to  boiling  point.  V/ith  soups  and  the  various  liquid  foods  this  is 
possible  but  v/ith  such  things  as  meat  pies,  prepared  meats,  cream  etc.  this 
is  not  practical.  Infection  also  emanates  from  cuts  etc,  on  the  fingeis  and 
hands  of  those  engaged  in  the  preparation  of  food  , All  cuts  should  be 
covered  by  a clean  bandage  or  dressing  and  this  should  be  kept  clean. 

Nails  should  be  kept  short  and  clean  and  all  food  should  be  kept  covered 
at  all  times,  and  out  of  reach  cf  flies.  Scrupulous  attention  should  be 
given  to  the  cleanliness  of  cooking  utensils. 

These  "golden  rules"  are  v/orth  repeating  even  though  the 
actual  numberof  cases  of  food  poisoning  notified  does  not  seem  to  give 
any  cause  for  alarm,  and  if  all  people  who  are  concerned  in  food 
handling  were  to  ridigly  adhere  to  them,  it  is  likely  that  the  number 
of  persorfe eating  infected  food  and  becoming  ill  would  be  considerably 
reduced, 

EPIDEIilC  NAUSEA 


Outbreaks  of  sickness  continued  in  a haphazai'd  and  sporadic 
manner  throughout  the  district  during  the  year,  some  being  notified, 
others  not.  There  seemed  to  be  no  pattern  in  the  spread  of  the  infection 
and  cases  seemed  to  crop  up  in  several  parts  of  the  district  bearing  no 
recognisable  connection.  The  disease  usually  started  v/ith  sytrptoms 
resembling  mild  food  poisoning  i,  e,  sickness  and  diarrhoea,  abrupt  in 
onset  and  the  illness  being  short  in  duration  and  not  very  severe.  Some 
of  the  outbreaks  may  have  been  caused  by  bacteria  in  the  same  way  as  Dysentery 
and  Food  Poisoning  although  the  majority  of  the  outbreaks  seem  to  be  of  the 
virus  infection  type. 

This  disease  seems  to  be  a separate  entity  among  a group  of 
diseases  v/ith  certain  recognisable  similarities  and  of  unknov/n  origin. 

It  is  thought  in  some  quarters  that  the  disease  may  be  due  to  a group  of 
viruses  and  the  method  of  transmission  may  be  somev/hat  like  that  of 
influenza  v/hile  other  opinions  have  been  expressed  that  the  disease  may 
be  due  to  an  intestinal  virus  and  that  food  is  in  some  way 
connectedy  the  metKod  of  infection  being  from  faeces  via  hands  to  food. 


The  prevention  of  infection  is  the  same  as  in  Dysentery 
and  Poliomyelitis  and  is  a matter  of  personal  hygiene.  It  v/ill  thus 
be  seen  hov  essential  it  is  for  everyone  to  pay  particular  attention 
to  hand  washing  after  every  visit  to  the  b'".  G. 


TUBERCULOSIS 

During  the  year  10  cases  of  Pulmonary  and  1 case  of  Non- 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  announced  at  the  end  of  the  year  that 
a total  of  23,361  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  over  the  whole 
country  in  1960  and  the  disease  was  classed  as  being  responsible  for 
3,392  deaths.  Prom  these  figures  it  would  seem  that  Tuberculosis, 
rather  than  being  eradicated  is  being  slowly  cured.  But  the  good 
results  now  being  claimed  must  not  be  allowed  to  lull  us  into  an 
apathetic  state.  It  is  likely  that  the  fight  against  this  disease 
will  continue  for  some  years  although  there  are  hopes  that  the  future 
of  Tuberculosis  control  and  further  progress  to  be  made  during  the 
next  decade  will  far  surpass  that  made  during  the  last.  Two  major 
deterents  may  prevent  this  happening.  The  first  is  that  people  virill 
become  complacent  tovirards  the  disease  and  tend  to  regard  it  as  "a 
thing  of  the  past".  I am  sure  that  this  complacent  attitude  v/ould 
most  certainly  not  prevail  if  the  3,392  people  who  died  from  Tuberculosis 
in  i960  had  died  from  Smallpox,  Diphtheria  or  Typhoid  Fever,'  One  reason 
why  tliis  complacent  attitude  is  prevalent  is  that  although  the  disease  has 
been  knov/n  for  such  a long  period,  many  of  the  younger  generation  have 
never  encountered  a widespread  Tuberculosis  infection  and  tend  to  regard 
this  disease  as  a virtual  "medical  museum  piece,  " It  might  well  be  that 
Tuberculosis  will  never  return  as  a large  scale  killer,  claiming  as  it  did 
as  late  as  1949,  approximately  15,000  people  annually,  but  there  still 
remains  persistent  pockeis  of  infection.  The  second  deterent  might  be 
said  to  be  those  patients  who  disregard  the  v/arning  signs  of  chest  disease 
and  those  v/ho,  while  they  consult  their  doctors,  do  not  keep  up  their 
attendance  at  the  Chest  Clinic  and  even  if  they  do  attend,  attend 
"carelessly"  and  are  un  co-operative  as  regards  treatment.  This 
second  deterent  can  be  regarded  as  an  offshoot  of  the  first  ard  thus 
the  problem  to  be  tackled  is  to  get  rid  of  the  apathy  in  the  public 
attitude  tovirards  Tuberculosis  which  still  remains  quite  a serious 
threat  to  the  general  public  health. 

B.C.G-,  Vaccination 


The  two  schemes  in  operation,  that  is  the  scheme  administered 
by  the  Ohest  Physician  on  the  one  hand  and  the  County  Council  Scheme  on 
the  other,  continued  to  operate  throughout  the  year.  The  Scheme 
administered  by  the  Chest  Physicians  is  limited  to  children  who  have 
been  in  contact  v/ith  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  the  County 
Council  Scheme  is  for  school  children  of  the  age  of  13  years  and  upwards. 
Visits  v/ere  made  by  m5'’self  to  a Grammar  School  and  a Secondary  Ivbdern 
School  in  the  iselper  Urban  District  in  January  and  December,  I96O,  and  a 
rumber  of  children  resident  in  the  Rural  District  received  skin  tests, 
and  were  vaccinated  with  B.C.G,  if  this  was  found  to  be  necessary  on 
subsequent  inspection. 

Visit  of  Mass  Radiography  Unit 

During  1959  tentative  arrangements  were  made  with  Dr.  Guthrie, 
tine  Medical  Director  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  for  the  Unit  to  visit 
certain  parishes  in  the  Rural  District,  Certain  of  the  parishes  were 
grouped  into  "units"  and  considerable  trouble  was  taken  to  find  suitable 
venues  convenient  to  the  general  public  and  to  the  Unit,  from  which  the 
Unit  could  be  operated. 
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The  Unit  visited

on  the  surveys. 

"Only  12/f  examinees  came  for  at  Darley  Abbey 

and  197  at  Allestree,  At  Darley  Abbey  94/^  had  been 
x-rayed  before  and  at  Allestree  40''^.  During  the 
time  at  out  disposal  v/e  could  quite  easily  have  x-rayed 
600  at  each  of  these  places.  The  poor  response  may 
be  due  to  the  fact  that  both  places  are  very  close  to 
Derby,  where  each  year*  a large  fess  Radiography  survey 
is  carried  out. 

Only  one  person  had  to  come  back  for  large  film 
at  Dajrley  Abbey  and  two  at  iillestree.  In  all  cases 
the  large  films  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  so 
that  no  new  cases  of  chest  disease  were  discovered. " 


"At  Kilburn  the  response  v/as  poor,  as  only 
148  examinees  came  for  x-ray.  On  the  Wednesday  morning 
the  x-ray  set  was  unfortunately  out  of  action  but  this 
did  not  reduce  our  figures  by  more  than  about  15,  It 
is  interesting  to  note  that  nearly  half  of  those  x-rayed  had 
had  been  x-rayed  elsewhere  previously. 

One  case  of  observation  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  v;as 
discovered  and  he  has  been  referred  to  the  Chest  PhysioJ.an 
for  further  investigation.  The  incidence  of  thi  s-  form 
of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  v/as  .7^,  v/hich  would  be  a high 
incidence  but  it  cannot  be  taken  as  a true  interpretation 
of  the  figures  as  only  one  case  was  discovered. 

It  Duffield  we  had  the  best  response  yet  from  the 
general  public  as  regards  these  small  surveys,  252 
examinees  were  x-rayed,  of  whom  JO/o  had  not  been  x-rayed  before 
before.  No  abnormal  chest  condition  was  discovered  at 
Duffield. 

At  both  surveys  everyone  recalled  for  large  film, 
did  so, " 


"Only  112  examinees  came  for  x-ray  at  South  Wingfield, 
of  whom  had  been  x-rayed  before.  Only  one  man  was 
recalled  for  clinical  examination,  on  account  of  slight 
pulmonary  fibrosis,  but  no  special  action  v/as  required  in  his 
case, 

Holloway  gave  the  poorest  response  of  all  the  surveys 
carried  out  in  the  Helper  Rural  District  area.  Only  62 
oame  for  x-ray,  of  whom  47/^  had  been  x-rayed  before.  No 
one  Y/as  recalled  for  large  film  at  HolloY\ray. 
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yj.though  some  of  the  places  visited  in  the  helper 
Rural  District  area  gave  a better  response  than  others, 
none  gave  a really  good  response  however.  In  view  of 
this  and  the  fact  that  on  an  average  over  kCf/o  of  those 
x-rayed  had  been  x-rayed  before  it  hardly  seems  worth- 
while to  carry  out  such  surveys,  although  the  present 
series  of  surveys  did  about  justify  itself,  as  at 
Kilburn  the  observation  case  of  pulmonaiy  tuberculosis 
has  now  been  proved  to  be  an  active  case, " 


It  v/as  rather  disappointing  that  the  general  public  did  not 
respond  in  any  great  numbers.  The  publicity  arrangements  did,  however, 
leave  something  to  be  desired  and  it  is  thought  that  if  the  Unit  personnel 
had  been  in  touch  with  the  Parish  Councils  in  whose  areas  they  were  ViTorking 
regarding  the  dates of  the  visit  of  the  Unit,  wider  publicity  could  have 
been  given  and  the  number  of  persons  v/ho  attended  might  have  been  higher 
as  a consequence. 

However,  the  Survey  as  a whole  was  v/orthv/hile  and  I would  like 
to  express  ny  thanlcs  to  all  ^^ho  assisted  in  launching  this,  the  first 
visit  of  the  Unit  to  certain  parishes  in  the  district,  particularly  the 
various  Members  for  the  parishes  concerned  for  their  helpful  suggestions, 
and  the  organisations  who  allowed  the  Unit  to  use  their  premises,  in  some 
cases  free  of  charge, 

DIPHTHERLl  MD  DIPHTHERIA  EvlvIUMISiiriON 

No  case  of  Diphtheria  has  been  notified  in  this  district  since 
1946  and  none  occurred  during  the  year  under  review, 

I am  indebted  to  Dr,  J,B, S,  Morgan,  the  County  Medical  Officer 
who  has  kindly  supplied  the  following  details  regarding  Diphtheria 
Immunisations  carried  out  during  the  year  in  the  district. 

The  figures  for  1959  are  shown  as  a comparison.

The  outbreak  of  Diphtheria  in  Derby  during  the  year  once 
again  spotlighted  the  urgent  need  for  every  child  to  be  immunised  against 
this  disease  before  its  first  birthday  and  then  to  receive  re-inf orcing 
doses  at  4 year  intervals  thereafter. 

Immunisation  against  this  disease  v/as  first  begun  in  this  country 
in  the  early  1940’ s and  thereafter  the  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  diboped 
corisiderably.  But  in  recent  years  the  cajinpaign  has  met  with  gradual 
diminishing  success  in  that  the  number,  of  children  v/ho  received  protetion 
by  immunisation  has  gradually  decreased.  There  is  complacency  on  the 
part  of  the  general  public  in  the  face  of  the  possibility  of  this  serious 
illness  which  may  come  disguised  in  the  mildness  of  the  early  s3miptoms 
of  the  sij:g)le  sore  throat. 

The  percentage  of  children  under  15  years  of  age  over  the  country 
as  a wnole  wno  nave  been  immunised  against  the  disease  is  somewhat  lower 
than  5Q'o.  Cases  in  the  past  few  years  have  shown  a tendency  to  increase, 

192  cases  were  ^tified  in  1957  and  this  figure  increased  to  2?!  in  195^, 
and  while  xmmunisa.tion  remains  at  a low  level,  it  will  be  practically  impossible 
to  finally  stamp  out  Diphtheria., 
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Fortunately  the  outbreak  in  Derby  jolted  a number  of 
complacent  parents  into  requesting  immunisation  for  their  children  and  it  is 
earnestly  hoped  that  the  present  higher  level  of  immunisation  v/ill 
oe  maintained  or,  better  still,  increased, 

I can  only  repeat  the  plea  to  parents  contained  in  my  Annual 
Report  for  1959,  that  all  babies  should  be  immunised  at  about  8 months 
old  smd  thereafter  should  receive  booster  doses  at  4-5  year  intervads. 

This  course  of  .action  is  imperative  for  every  child  if  we  are  to  finally 
rid  ourselves  of  Diphtheria. 

Most  primary  immunisations  are  carried  out  by  the  General  ivledical 
Practitioners,  and  immunisation  is  also  available  at  the  School  Clinics  and 
Infant  Welfare  Centres,  The  School  doctors  give  'booster  doses'  at  the 
schools  and  also  primary  immunisatiorteto  those  children  whose  parents  failed 
to  have  it  done  during  infancy. 


POLIOMYELITIS  AJO  AJOTI-POLIOIvIYELITIS  V/£!CINATION 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  once  again  to  report  that  no  confirmed 
cases  of  poliomyelitis  occurred  in  the  district  during  the  year.  No 
notifications  of  suspected  cases  having  been  removed  to  hospital  were  received. 

The  decline  in  the  number  of  cases  of  poliomyelitis  over  the 
country  as  a whole  continued  during  the  year,  34  deaths  were  attributed 
to  this  disease  as  against  86  in  1959,  147  in  1958  and  246  in  1957. 

The  Mnistry  of  Health  and  the  Medical  Research  Council  have  both  conceded 
that  this  improvement  could  be  said  to  be  the  result  of  the  vaccination 
oang)aign. 


During  the  year  the  Minister  decided  to  extend  still  further 
the  scope  of  the  vaccination  Scheme,  this  time  to  include  persoris  over 
40  years  of  age,  but  the  response  from  these  persons  has  been  rather 
on  the  slow  side.  The  Scheme  for  the  over  40's  is  at  present  operated 
by  the  General  Practitioners  only.  Thus  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis 
is  now  available  to  practically  all  persons. 

About  a dozen  members  of  the  Council's  Office  Staff  received 
the  con^lete  course  of  3 injections  against  this  disease  during  the  year. 

Experiments  in  London  and  Manchester  and  20  other  centres  continued 
during  the  year  with  the  new  "live"  oral  vaccine  and  it  is  thought  that  this 
method  may  be  introduced  sometime  during  I96I,  It  is  intended  to  use  the 

oral  vaccine  to  supplement  the  killed  vaccine  given  by  injection,  which 
will  still  be  the  main  method  of  protection.  The  "live"  vaccine  produced 
by  Dr,  Albert  Sabin  is  contained  in  a sweetened  syrup  and  according  to 
reports  both  in  the  Soviet  Union  and  in  the  United  States  it  has  so  far 
proved  to  be  both  effective  and  safe. 

The  Sabin  vaccine  is  already  being  produced  in  this  Country 
and  is  being  exported  to  the  U, S.a,  The  manufacturers  say  they  are  ready 
to  increase  production  so  that  supplies  could  be  available  for  use  here  as 
soon  as  the  Ministry  of  Health  are  satisfied  of  the  safety  and  efficacy., 
of  the  new  vaccine. 

In  the  spring  of  this  year  the  Minister  announced  that  a stock 
of  oral  vaccine  is  now  available  for  use,  as  an  emergency  measure,  in  the 
control  of  serious  outbreaks  of  poliomyelitis. 

It  should  be  empliasised  that  the  emergency  use  of  oral  vaccine  is 
not  intended  as  a substitute  for  routine  immunisation  for  which  inactivated 
poliomyelitis  vaccine,  in  three  doses '-administered  by  injection  (with  a 
reinforcing  fourth  dose  to  children  of  piimary  school  age)^i  should  oontioie  to 
be  employed.  At  the  present  time  there  is  no  suggestion  that  oral. vaccine 
s?iOuld  re-place  inactivated  vaccine .‘iij.  the  general  programme  of  vaccination 
against  polionyelitis. 
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There  is  evidence  that  oral  poliomyelitis  vaccine  can  control 
the  progress  of  an  outbreak,  but  its  successful  use  for  this  purpose 
involves  rapid  administration  to  a high  proportion  of  the  population 
at  risk.  The  object  is  to  promote  as  v/ide  a diffusion  as  possible  of 
the  attenuated  vaccine  virus  in  the  affected  community. 

The  rapid  administration  of  the  vaccine  and  the  subsequent 
thorough  surveillance  of  any  community,  in  which  it  is  used  call  for 
intensive  effort.  ,\rrangeraents  vd.ll  have  to  be  made  at  the  outset  to 
obtain  the  co-operation  of  the  general  public  by  explaining  the  nature, 
scope  and  limita.tions  of  the  emergency  measure  in  which  they  will  be 
asked  to  participate.  Another  essential  requirement  v/ill  be  a record 
of  all  persons  to  whom  the  vaccine  is  administered.  It  vd.ll  also  be 
important  to  obtain  early  information  of  all  cases  of  poliomyelitis  and 
other  acute  neurological  disorders.  Moreover,  arrangements  will  also 
need  to  be  made  for  the  laboratory  investigation  of  all  clinically 
confirmed  or  suspected  cases  and  of  a saiTiple  of  persons  to  v/hom  oral 
vaccine  has  been  administered. 

The  problems  involved  in  embarking  on  the  emergency  use  of 
oral  vaccpne  are  such  that  the  greatest  possible  degree  of  co-operation 
will  be  needed  between  the  local  authorities  concerned,  their  medical 
officers  of  health,  the  health  departments,  the  general  practitioners, 
the  hospitals  ard.  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service, 

Any  request  for  a supply  of  oral  vaccine  should  be  made  by 
local  health  authority  except  where  health  and  welfare  functions  have  been 
delegated,  in  which  case  it  should  come  from  the  borough  or  district 
council  concerned. 

The  decision  v/hether  or  not  a local  outbreak  is  such  that  oral 
vaccine  should  be  made  available  vd.ll  be  taken  by  the  Ministry, 

The  arrangements  regarding  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis 
remained  the  same  in  this  area  during  the  year  although  once  again 
there  has  been  a noticeable  "falling  off"  in  numbers  coming  forward  to 
receive  the  vaccination. 


liLulPTISaTION  AGd^Ii'ET  TOOPIMG  COUGH  AND  TETANUS 

The  County  Council  has  in  operation  a scheme  v/hereby 
immunisation  against  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus  is  offered  to  persons 
up  to  the  age  of  lA  years.  Because  there  is  thought  to  be  a risk 
of  provoking  other  diseases  if  the  antigens  are  combined  and  given 
in  one  injection,  it  is  felt  that  it  would  be  more  expedient  if  the 
antigens  were  given  singly.  Thus  immunisation  against  these  two 
diseases  involves  tv/o  courses  of  injections. 

Injections  are  given  at  the  County  Council  Clinic  or  by 
the  Jjiiedical  Practitioners,  and  ’booster*  doses  are  given  after  the 
recommended  interval  has  elapsed.

¥ir.  Chairman,  Ladies  & Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  v/ork 
undertaken  by  ny  Department  during  the  year  I96O, 

This  was  the  first  full  year  of  v/orking  of  the  cesspool 
en^jtying  service,  and  I feel  that  the  experiment  was  only  partially 
successful.  The  demand  for  the  service  v/as  not  as  heavy  as  expected, 
probably  due  to  the  rather  high  rate  of  charge,  particularly  for  the 
ovmers  of  large  cesspools  requiring  more  than  one  visit  by  the  cesspool 
enyitier  in  order  to  conq^letely  empty.  The  result  is  that  there  is 
still  no  indication  of  the  total  number  of  cesspools  in  the  district, 
and  the  ultimate  likely  demand  for  the  service. 

The  number  of  pail  closets  to  be  emptied  gradually 
diminishes  year  by  year,  the  number  now  remaining  to  be  converted 
to  water  closets  and  Imving  a public  sewer  available  being  about  119, 
a total  of  74^  premises  have  pail  closets  which  are  emptied  by  the 
Council's  direct  laboxrr  scheme,  and  even  after  the  proposed  sev/erage 
schemes  have  been  completed  there  will  always  remain  a number  of 
properties  which  will  require  the  services  of  pail  closet  enptying 
or  cesspool  emptying. 

The  refuse  collecting  service  also  met  with  some  difficulties 
and  we  were  seldom  able  to  maintain  a weekly  collection.  It  is 
difficult  to  recruit  and  refcin  suitable  staff,  and  when  the  normal 
collection  is  disrupted  by  holidays  and  sick  leave  it  is  impossible  to 
obtain  casual  labour.  The  large  scale  development  taking  place  in  the 
southern  end  of  the  district  means  that  new  properties  are  continually 
being  added  to  the  lists,  some  of  which  are  on  roads  not  yet  properly 
made  up,  and  it  is  difficult  to  organise  the  team*s  regular  collections. 

The  report  on  slaughterhouses  was  accepted  by  the  I/Hnister  of 
Health,  and  most  licensed  slaughterhouses  are  now  undergoing  alterations 
and  re-equipping  to  make  them  comply  with  the  construction  and  cruelty 
regulations. 

The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  19^0,  came 
into  force  on  the  29th  August,  I960,  and  created  new  procedure  for  the 
granting  of  planning  permission  and  site  licences  for  caravan  sites, 

A great  deal  of  administrative  work  was  done  in  order  to  assist  occupiers 
of  land  on  which  caravans  "were  already  sited.  Most  of  these  'were  involved 
xn  making  new  applications  and  submitting  plans,  and  the  officers  of  the 
Department  advised  very  often  in  conjunction  v/ith  visits  of  inspection, 
and  generally  helped  in  maJcing  correct  application. 

The  sewer  extension  in  Killis  Lane  made  it  possible  for  this 
area  to  take  advantage  of  v/ater  borne  sanitation,  and  practically  all 
owners  are  now  in  the  process  of  carrying  out  improvements  and  converting 
to  water  closets. 
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The  work  in  connection  v/ith  improvement  grants  under  the 
House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  IS 59,  has  again  increased.  The 
provision  of  basic  amenities  in  older  houses,  coupled  vdth  repair 
v/ork  which  almost  always  takes  place  at  the  same  time  adds  considerably 
to  the  life  of  all  the  properties  concerned.  Many  of  v/hat  would 
have  become  sub-standard  houses  and  been  considered  for  demolition 
in  a few  years  time  have  nov/  been  raised  to  a standard  well  above  the 
average.  Many  expressions  of  appreciation  have  been  received  following 
this  v/ork,  but  it  is  unfortunate  that  the  applications  continue  to  be 
almost  entirely  from  ovAier-occupiers,  and  I would  like  to  see  many  of 
the  tenanted  houses  receiving  the  same  treatment,  by  arrangement  beir/veen 
the  landlord  and  tenant. 

Much  of  the  work  undertaken  by  the  Department  dealt  with  new 
proposals,  which  involve  considerable  inspect iors and  visitsto  advise 
applicants  and  builders  and  consequently  less  time  could  be  devoted  to 
routine  inspections, 

I am  indebted  to  the  Chairman,  and  Members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  for  the  support  given  to  the  proposals  brought  to 
them  from  time  to  time,  to  all  chief  officers  and  their  staffs  for  the 
assistance  given  in  both  the  preparation  of  this  report  and  other 
supporting  work,  and  to  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for 
continuing  to  ensure  that  the  working  of  the  many  services  is  run  at 
a high  standard,

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House  Refuse  Removal 

The  collection  of  domestic  refuse  throughout  the  whole  area 
is  undertaken  by  the  Council's  direct  labour  scheme. 

The  district  is  divided  into  eight  areas,  Td.th  teams  varying 
from  two  to  five  men,  but  in  the  Cri^h  area  two  lorries  operate  in  the 
same  area  because  of  the  need  of  a sm.aller  lorry  in  certain  narrow 
roads  wlrLch  are  difficult  to  negotiate.  An  additional  lorry  is  kept 
as  a spare,  making  a total  of  10  lorries,  v/hich  axe  nov/  kept  at  three 
depots,  Crich,  Duf field  and  Kilburn,  During  the  year  the  new  garages 
at  Duf  field  and  Kilburn  v/ere  completed,  and  the  private  garaging 
arrangements  at  Allestree  and  Horsley  YiToodhouse  were  terminated. 

Difficulties  still  arise  from  the  loss  of  time  due  to 
sickness  and  holidays,  and  the  fact  that  casual  labour  is  unobtainable. 

The  recruitment  of  any  type  of  labour  in  the  southern  end  of  the 
district  is  almost  in^jossible,  and  the  laboior  force  is  below  strength  at  a 
time  when  increasing  development  is  taking  place  in  many  areas. 

Refuse  Tins 

The  Council  owns  the  large  refuse  tip  at  Darley  Abbey,  and  rents 
areas  for  tipping  at  Crich,  Kirk  Langley  and  Horsley,  and  controlled 
tipping  is  now  being  carried  out  at  all  but  Horsley  where  no  tipping  is 
being  done  at  present. 

The  facilities  for  tipping  at  Smalley  were  withdrawn  at  short 
notice  by  the  owners,  and  the  refxase  from  the  eastern  parishes  is  nov/ 
being  dealt  mth  on  a controlled  tip  at  Kilburn,  where  free  tipping  was 
offered  by  the  owner  of  land  who  wishes  to  fill  in  old  clay  workings. 

Salvage  Collection 

Three  trailers  are  used  for  the  pvirpose  of  salvage  collection 
in  areas  where  lorries  can  easily  tow  the  trailers,  and  other  lorries  use 
sacks  for  the  collection  of  paper. 

The  nev/  garages  at  Duffield  afforded  space  for  paper  storing  and 
baling  following  the  termination  of  the  tenancy  of  the  idlestree  depot,  A 
partially  disabled  employee  now  works  full  time  at  this  depot  in  connection 
with  the  reception  and  baling  of  salvage,  mainly  waste  paper,  A second 
baling  press  is  situated  in  the  Crich  depot  and  paper  there  is  dealt  with 
by  a refuse  collector  who  puts  a certain  amount  of  time  in  on  paper  baling. 

Daring  the  financial  year  206  tons  7 cwts  1 qrs  of  waste  paper 
Was  collected  and  sold,  realising  flRVf.  10,  9.  and  during  the  same  period 
the  sale  of  scrap  metal  and  rags  realised  £l66,  17,  3, , making  a total  of 
£1611.  8.  0. 

The  T/orkmen  receive  a bonus  of  5C^  from  the  sale  of  salvaged 
materials  after  all  expenses  have  been  deducted.  During  the  last 
financial  year  the  amouAt  distributed  to  the  workmen  amounted  to  £4-35.  18,  0, 

Pail  Closet  Eimpt^/lng 

xill  pail  closet  enptying  in  the  district  is  now  done  by  direct 
labour,  two  vehicles  being  employed  for  alternating  periods,  operated  by  one 
driver  and  tv/o  loaders,  who  also  do  all  cesspool  emptying. 

The  voluntary  conversion  of  pails  to  water  closets  proceeds 
gradually,  raai:^  taking  place  in  the  Lea  and  Hollov/ay  areas  follcwing  the 
laying  oi  tne  new  sewer.  This  work  is  often  done  in  conjunction  with  the 
provision  oi  further  amenities  under  the  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959, 
when  either  a standard  or  a discretionary  grant  is  claimed. 
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At  the  end  of  19^0  the  Council's  workmen  were  en^tying  74-6 
pail  closets  v/eekly,  and  of  these  approximately  119  had  a sewer  available 
and  v/ere  capable  of  being  converted  to  water  closets. 

Cesspool  Bmutying 

The  Council  now  offers  facilities  for  the  eirsptjlng  of  cesspools 
anyivhere  in  the  district  at  a charge  of  30/ - per  load  of  800  gallons. 

The  service  is  undertaken  by  the  same  vehicles  and  workmen  as  carry  out 
the  pail  closet  emptying,  the  cesspool  vrork  mainly  being  done  on  Fridays, 

The  lowering  of  the  charge  for  this  work  would  no  doubt  lead 
to  a heavier  demand  on  the  service,  and  some  owners  and  occupiers  v/ho  now 
make  other  arrangements  v/ould  require  the  services  of  the  Council's 
cesspool  enq)tiers. 

Cost  of  Scavenging 

The  cost  of  the  house  refuse  and  night soil  collection  soheme 
for  the  year  ended  the  31st  March,  1961,  totalled  £30569.  0.  0. 
the  equivalent  of  a rate  of  3/6d,  in  the  pound,  or  at  an  average  cost 
of  £ 2,  15,  5d.  per  house  for  the  year.

There  are  now  seven  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district, 
one  of  which  deals  v/ith  pigs  only  and  is  also  a bacon  and  pork  products 
f actoiy. 


The  other  six  are  used  regularly  for  the  slaughter  of  cattle  and 
sheep,  mainly  of  high  quality  for  their  ovm  retail  meat  trade,  but  a limited 
number  of  animals  are  also  killed  for  the  ’wholesale  trade  at  two  of  the 
s laught  erhous  e s , 

The  detailed  report  submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Health  was 
accepted  with  the  exception  of  the  date  for  the  completion  of  vrorks,  v/hich 
T/as  put  a month  later  for  ease  of  administration  at  the  Ministry  to  make 
the  completion  dates  in  a numiber  of  districts  the  same.  All  v/orks  to 
slaughterhouse  buildings  to  make  them  comply  v/ith  the  requirements  of  the 
Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene)  Regulations,  1958,  and  the  Slaughter  of  Animals 
(Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regulations,  1958,  must  be  completed  by  the  30th 
September,  I96I. 

Two  licencees  have  not  yet  had  planning  approval  to  the 
additions  and  alterations  involved,  but  the  v/ork  at  the  remainder  is 
either  completed  or  in  progress. 

The  ease  of  v/orking  the  new  stionning  pen  where  installed,  has 
removed  the  doubts  as  to  any  advantages  claimed  for  this  method,  and  the 
other  alterations  lead  to  an  improvement  in  the  hygienic  handling  of  the 
carcase  and  offals,  v/ith  more  complete  segregation  of  edible  articles  from 
waste  products. 

Meat  and  Food  Inspection 

The  carcases  and  organs  of  all  cattle  (bulls,  bullocks,  cows  and 
heifers)  calves  and  pigs  killed  in  the  district  v/ere  inspected  at  the  time  of 
or  shortly  after  slaughter  and  almost  lOCXo  inspection  of  sheep  and  laimbs  has 
adso  been  carried  out. 

The  follov/ing  table  indicates  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered 
for  human  corisunption,  and  gives  information  as  to  the  affected  parts  which 
were  condemned  as  being  unfit

Disposal  of  Condemned  Pood 

The  Meat  (Staining  and  Sterilization)  Regulations,  19^0,  oaoe  into 
force  on  the  1st  November,  19^0,  and  require  that  all  meat  found  to  be  unfit 
for  human  consumption  must  be  sterilized  before  leaving  the  slaughterhouse.  If, 
however,  no  facilities  for  sterilising  are  available,  arrangements  may  be  made 
vdLth  an  authorised  officer  for  its  removal  to  a place  where  it  vd.ll  be  sterilized 
or  destroyed. 

The  Department  is  now  checking  on  all  slaughterhouse  licencecs 
arrangements  for  removal  of  condemned  meat  and  offal,  in  order  that  we  may 
be  certain  that  precautions  are  taken  to  see  that  the  meat  is  delivered  intaot 
to  the  agreed  destination. 

These  regulations  also  referred  to  the  meat  dispatched  from  Knackers' 
Yards,  ard  all  such  meat  must  be  stained  or  sterilized  before  leaving  the 
px^emises. 


This  means  that  all  unfit  meat  from  slaughterhouses  must  "be 
sterilized  before  being  retailed  as  pet’s  meat,  and  all  raw  knacker  meat 
used  for  such  purposes  must  be  stained  before  sale.

Sampling  of  Iviilk  and  Other  Foods 

The  duty  of  sampling  milk  and  other  foods  falls  upon  the 
County  Council  and  I am  indebted  to  Mr,  R.W,  Suttori,  B.Sc,  .F.R.I.C.S. , 

F.C.S,  County  Analyst,  for  the  following  report 

"In  the  area  of  the  Belper  Rural  District  Council 
160  san^les,  including  39  milks,  were  taken  during  the  year. 

The  milk  samples  were  satisfactory. 

Two  samples  of  Plain  Flour  v>^ere  deficient  in  calcium 
carbonate.  No  further  action  has  been  taken  pending  revision 
of  The  Flour  (Composition)  Regulations,  195^  now  under 
consideration  at  the  Ministry. 

Samples  were  examined  for  compliance  vd.th  The 
Colouring  Ivlatter  in  Food  Regulations,  1957.  Two  samples 
of  Food  Colouring  and  two  of  Sweets  (informal  samples 
followei  by  subsequent  formal  samples)  contained  artificial 
colour  prohibited  from  use  in  food  manufacture  in  this  country. 

The  Pood  Colouring  v/as  found  to  be  very  old  stock.  A sample 
of  the  same  brand  taken  from  other  premises  and  stated  to 
represent  current  production  was  satisfactory  and  in  these 
circumstances  no  further  action  was  taken.  Proceedings 
were  taken  against  the  importers  of  the  Sweets  (manufactured

1.I0VEABLS  DYffiLLHiGS  CAIgMG  SITES 

The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  19^0,  came 
into  force  on  the  29th  August,  19^0,  and  amended  the  procedure  for  the 
licensing  of  caravan  sites. 

All  occupiers  of  land  on  which  caravans  were  situated  had  to  be 
contacted  and  advised  as  to  the  correct  procedure  for  obtaining  planning 
permission  and  site  licences.  The  caravan  dweller  no  longer  receive  an 
individual  licence,  but  the  occuioier  of  the  land  is  responsible  for  obtaining 
the  necessary  permissions.  Other  types  of  moveable  dwellings  are  still  dealt 
with  under  Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 

The  Department  has  co-operated  with  the  Area  Planning  Officer  of  the 
Derbysloire  County  Council  to  ensure  that  all  sites  are  being  dealt  ¥d.th  and  many 
of  the  Area  Planning  Officer's  recommendations  on  planning  applications  have  been 
received. 

When  planning  permission  vd.thout  any  conditions  is  recommerxled,  your 
Public  Health  Committee  have  been  recommended  to  grant  a site  licence  with 
conditions  attached  based  on  the  Ivlinistry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  I'fodel 
Standards,  the  stringency  of  some  of  the  conditions  depending  on  whether  the  site 
is  for  permanent  residential  caravans  or  holiday  caravans.  Some  modification;, 
has  also  been  ma.de  on  the  licenses  for  sites  of  three  or  less  caravans,  many  of 
which  are  for  one  caravan  only. 

The  Area  Planning  Officer  has  recommended  some  planning  permissions 
with  a condition  attached,  making  a time  limit  for  the  permission  in  order  to 
prevent  hardship  and  allow  the  occupiers  time  to  make  alternative  arrangemeiits. 
Such  time  limit  has  also  been  placed  on  the  site  licenses  issued  by  the  Council 
and  in  these  cases  the  licence  conditions  have  been  made  almost  the  same  as 
those  on  the  existing  licences,  a standard  which  v/as  adopted  some  years  ago  for 
individual  caravans. 

The  nev/  procedure  has  involved  a great  deal  of  inspection  and 
administrative  vfork,  v/hich  is  still  going  on,  and  the  difficulty  in  the  future 
v/ill  be  to  obtain  conpliance  with  the  conditions  which  have  been  attached  to 
licenses,  particularly  of  the  larger  sites.

The  amount  of  work  connected  vdtij  iipprovement  grants  gradually 
increases  as  the  details  of  the  scheme  became  more  widely  known, 

Ov/ner- occupiers  still  form  the  greater  portion  of  the  applicants, 
and  many  of  them  are  for  discretionary  grants  to  provide  amerJ-ties  in  sub- 
standard houses  v/hich  may  othervd.se  be  aJLlowed  to  deteriorate  until  they 
become  unfit  for  habitation. 

Considerable  sums  of  nxmey  are  expended  on  these  houses,  much  of 
v^hich  does  not  rank  for  grant  and  consequently  a number  of  good  class  houses 
are  replacing  some  which  would  be  considered  for  demolition  in  a short  time, 
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The  standard  grants  are  utilised  for  the  more  modest  schemes 
of  providing  the  five  essential  amenities  of  hot  v/ater  system,  bath,  Y/ash- 
hand  basin,  virater  closet  and  food  store,  where  these  can  be  provided 
'vvLthout  additional  building  and  where  the  public,  sewer  and  water  supply 
are  readily  available. 

During  19^0  the  Council  paid  18  discretionary  grants  amounting 
to  £3627.  11,  7.  and  56  standard  grants  amounting  to  £5704.  13.  11  making 
a total  of  £9332,  5.  6. , three  quarters  of  v/hich  is  contributed  by  the 
Exchequer,

Additionally,  an  improvement  in  the  operation  of  several  of  the 
Council’s  sewage  disposal  works  has  been  affected  by  the  provision  of  a 
mobile  heavy  duty  diaphragm  punnp,  and  it  is  hoped  in  the  near  future  to 
provide  four  storage  and  messing  sheds  on  works  where  these  facilities 
do  not  at  present  exist. 

The  maintenance  and  production  of  a satisfactory  effluent 
is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  in  those  v/orks  situate  in  the  water 
shed  of  rapidly  developing  areas  and  as  the  start  of  a programme  to 
extend  and  improve  such  works  by  direct  labour,  plans  have  been  conpleted 
for  the  replacement  of  the  v/alls  and  media  to  two  bacteriological  filter 
beds  at  Duffield  Sev\rage  Disposal  Works, 

As  regarci  the  building  of  new  vrorks,  the  design  and  detail  plans 
for  Turniitch  and  Idridgehay  have  had  to  be  amended  to  exclude  farm  wastes 
at  the  request  of  the  Ministiy  and  the  revised  scheme  v\rill  have  to  be 
re-submitted  to  both  the  County  Council  and  the  Ministry, 

A scheme  for  the  provision  of  piped  sewerage  for  the  village  of 
MackiTorth  has  been  completed  in  detail  ahd  submitted  to  the  County  Council, 
This  schfflie  is  designed  to  discharge  to  a sewer  crossing  Markeaton  Park, 
and  thence  to  the  Derby  County  Borough  Disposal  TiTorks,  and  v/il]  tlius  form 
a part  of  the  bix>ader  issue  of  the  drainage  of  parts  of  Allestree  and 
Quasmdon  to  the  same  disposal  works. 

New  schemes  under  consideration  in  outline  only  at  the  momenb 
include  Hazelv/ood  and  Weston  Underwood, 


In  addition  to  the  considerable  volume  of  work  involved  in  the 
foregoing,  my  staff  have  carried  out  the  routine  day  to  day  inspection  on 
thousands  of  yards  of  sev/er s and  drains  laid  as  part  of  speculative  and 
private  development  throughout  the  area.
